TOTAL PAYROLL TO BE RAISED 


SEVERAL THOUSAND DOLLARS 


DURING THE COMING YEAR 


Where The Additional Money Is To Come From Is.Next 


Problem to Be Threshed Out—Committee Appointed to 
Consider Location For Municipal Swimming Pool. 


Increases in city employes' salaries, running into several 


thousand dollars per year, were granted by the city council 
Monday night. 
Employes of practically all branches of the 


city government were given substantial boosts in pay, it being 
the most sweeping increase in the city's payroll in recent years. 


Where the additional money is to come from, no one seems 


to clearly know, altho there are vague plans of raising more 
revenue by special taxation methods and by increased rates for 
water and perhaps in one or two other departments. 


The fact that the city has not been in the rosiest financial 


condition causes one to shudder a little at the thot of what the 
increased salary burden may mean. However, the councilmen 
seem to feel optimistic about the matter and perhaps will be 
able to figure out a solution to the problem in time to meet the 
increases in pay during the coming year.
